I'm sure there are much more knowledgeable folks on this subject than I. 
However, if I were designing this rig, I probably would have put a very 
short ground wire directly to ground at the power jack, and I probably 
wouldn't have twisted positive and negative wires for a 6"-8" run through 


the rig. 


Net-net, I've now learned not to trust the fuse in the rig as my only 
protection. Normally, in my shack, I run my station through an MFJ-1118 
distribution panel. Although it's a pain to replace the fuse when it 
occasionally blows, it has saved me many times over. Now I've learned 
that it's also critical to fuse the power on mobile/portable ops, and not 
just assume I'm OK with the built-in fuse.

Most auto manufacturers and radio manufacturers recommend fusing both 
power leads at the battery terminals in an automotive installation. One 
reason for this concerns the possibility that the ground strap from the 
engine/starter to the battery negative terminal may open, in which case 
it is possible for starter current to flow through the radio ground 
system to the battery negative. A fuse in the negative lead would, of 
course, open this current path and avoid damage to the radio, etc. 


I believe that the NEC prohibits fusing or switching the neutral lead of 
an a-c service. I do not recall what the NEC says about d-c circuits. 
Perhaps someone can jump in with that part of the story .

A square quad loop will have about 1 dB gain over a dipole at any given 
effective height (and the center of a quad loop for the same elevation 
angle of radiation is about 2/3 of the distance between the horizontal 
wires. 


The maximum gain configuration is not a circle, but a rectangle that is 
taller than wide for horizontally polarized radiation and a bottom center 
feedpoint. It will add about another half to 3/4 dB to the gain and can 
be designed to bring the feed point impedance to 50 Ohms. An alternative, 
described in one of the Antenna Compendium valumes is the "hentenna" that 
conists of a rectangle and an added matching section, for a little more 
gain. The next issue of 10-10 News will discuss the three loop 


configurations in the An-Ten-Ten-nas series, and copies of the entire 
series so far published are at my site. 


In all cases, gain is purchased at the expense of a narrower beamwidth. 
Hence, for any fixed installation, the span of station locations where the 
gain is effective grows smaller as you go beyond the basic square loop. 


On 10 meters, one might also consider a simple rotatable dipole made from 
hardware depot tubing. Even at lower heights, like 20' up on two sections 
of TV mast, the ability to hand rotate the dipole broadside to the desired 
signal or to rotate the side nulls on top of QRM may be more useful than 
the added gain that does not point where we want it to go. Since a 
10-meter dipole is only about 16' long or so, it might be compact enough 
to fit in a small yard and not be obtrusive. Hand rotating is an old ham 
tradition. It can also be made to disassemble easily for hilltop use. (I 
use the term "hilltopping" to designate places I can drive to, in contrast 
to backpack antennas, which have different requirements.) The next 
Antenna Compendium will describe "a dipole in a tube" and "a beam ina 
boom" and the element systems can be exchanged with each other (there are 
aluminum rod and aluminum tube systems shown).

Most auto manufacturers and radio manufacturers recommend fusing both 
power leads at the battery terminals in an automotive installation. One 
reason for this concerns the possibility that the ground strap from the 
engine/starter to the battery negative terminal may open, in which case 
it is possible for starter current to flow through the radio ground 
system to the battery negative. A fuse in the negative lead would, of 
course, open this current path and avoid damage to the radio, etc. 


I believe that the NEC prohibits fusing or switching the neutral lead of 
an a-c service. I do not recall what the NEC says about d-c circuits. 
Perhaps someone can jump in with that part of the story

Howdy gang, 
My ZM-2 has decided it won't match my G5RV on 40m anymore (haven't tried 


any other bands). It used to do the job very well, but now the best I 
get is 1.9:1 (according to my new LDG DWM-4). In reviewing the recent 
past, 2 significant events come to mind: 


1. Field Day 
2. I raised one end of my G5RV so as to get all the ladder line up in 
the air. 


At field day, I noticed at about three in the morning that it would no 
longer match the 40m sloper I had put up (it was cut a tad long). I 
figured it was the very heavy dew getting into my non-weatherproofed 
PL-259, but now I wonder if the tuner was damaged by the 200w 75m phone 
station. Turns out one end of their dipole was only about 20 feet from 
one of my sloper's legs. 


I don't know why raising the antenna would make it unmatchable, but I 
suppose it is possible. SWR without a tuner is about 3.5:1, and my 
FT-990 autotuner matches it without any problem. (It will also match it 
on 160!) 


I've looked inside it, and no parts are obviously fried. Also, as a 
further clue, the lowest SWR now occurs with the right cap. knob fully 
clockwise and the left cap. knob fully counter-clockwise. 


Any ideas?

Re: fusing the ground/low potential power wire. The only problem I had was 
with early radios which derived their high voktage power (100-150V) for the 
tube circuits using rectifiers etc directly across the AC power source 
without the use of an isolating transformer. At that time most of those 
units did not have a polarized pwer plug (3 pin). When the power plug was 
inserted into the wall socket so that the low side of the AC house wiring 
(White wire) was connected to the chassis there was no problem. How ever 
if the plug was reversed the high votage (115VAC) was then connected 
internal to the radio to chassis "ground" which then posed a shock hazard 
and/or burned up the "ground wire and/or blew the fuse/circuit breaker.

As a retired teacher of English and writer of fiction and non-fiction, I read 
with interest the thread on publishing articles about radio activities. My 
best recommendation about writing is...GO FOR IT! 


As someone who has little or no background in electronics (and is mostly 
self-taught), I really appreciate those who take a moment to share their 
knowledge with me. In turn, I like to do the same for others with my area of 
expertise. So here goes. Grin. 


I think most people approach common writing tasks--memos, letters, reports, 
articles--with anxiety because of negative writing experiences they've had in 
the past, usually--unfortunately--with a teacher of English. A good teacher 
is both a cheerleader and a critic. He or see knows when to praise and when 
to suggest an improvement. Too much criticism and a person loses his or her 
enthusiasm for a task. Too little criticism and a lot of praise can cause a 
person to not feel challenged, to become bored with a task. So it's a wise 
teacher who knows when to offer the right motivation. Unfortunately, many 
English teachers focus ENTIRELY on the issue of "correctness." They feel a 
certain obligation to red mark EVERY error on an assignment, often 
overwhelming an author. (To make matters worse, they often have little to 
say about the content.") Fortunately, in the last 20 years the teaching of 
English has evolved. It has adopted a "workshop model" for teaching writing 
skills. This involves writing lots of assignments and focusing on three or 
four problems per assignment and then charting progress from assignment to 
assigment. This method builds confidence, allows an student to take pride in 
his or her work, and doesn't overwhelm a student with so many problems at one 
time to be corrected that he or she has no idea where to start. (We've all 
had that disheartening experience, myself included, of an assignment that 
comes back "bleeding red.") 


Unfortunately, a lot of people have never experienced this method of teaching 
writing. Which is too bad. EVERYONE has information to share with others. 
If we encouraged this sharing through writing, our society as a whole would 


be more productive. Not to mention a better place to live. 


Kind of an aside here but related. When I was in graduate school the best 
writing experience I ever had was sitting in a room with a prof and 12 other 
people and going over a manuscript word-for-word for three hours. Then, 
afterword, I'd have a 20 minute wrap-up with the prof. While these sessions 
were stressful at first, they taught me two valuable lessons. One, 
NOBODY...and I mean NOBODY...gets it completely right the first time. No 
matter how good the writer, he or she can benefit from suggestions. (This 
lesson was later reinforced when I started writing grants and technical 
documents that were drafted and then read by five or six people who made 
suggestions in the margins. They were VERY pleased with what I'd done and 
complimentary, but they had plenty of suggestions because their understanding 
of the material outstripped my own.) Even exceptional writers like Ernest 
Hemingway or Walker Percy had "first readers" that read drafts and made 
suggestions. Usually these readers were wives or agents or fellow authors. 
The point is, everyone relies on others for suggestions, so look at 
suggestions as opportunities to improve a manuscript rather than see these as 
attacks regarding your lack of skill. 


The OTHER LESSON I learned from my workshop experience is that we learn by 
making mistakes. Sure, you can play it safe by writing simple things that 
don't stretch yourself. You can even play it TOTALLY safe by not writing at 
all; in other words, you've can develop a case of writer's block. But when 
you do these things, you shut yourself off from opportunities for growth. 
And growth--personal and professonal--is what this world's about. 


If you spend a lot of time reading about the creative process and creative 
individuals, you quickly realize that with geniuses like Thomas Edison and 
Leonardo da Vinci were successful because of a thousand missteps. Both men 
kept notebooks of their ideas and through these notebooks we can see how 
their ideas evolved. Often it was failure, failure, failure before a success 
was reached. But from each failure something was learned that pointed them in 
the right direction. Ultimately it was their confidence in themselves that 
kept them going despite the failures; they knew they would find the "right" 
answer if they just hung in there long enough. And more often than not they 
were right. 


So if you want to write...then write! Believe in yourself! Yeah, maybe 
today you're not so hot a writer. But who knows where your skill level will 
be in a few years with practice. Don't sell yourself short. Take a risk. 
You have valuable information to share with others. That's what mailing 
lists are all about! Grin.

It's Friday night and the excitement is almost more than I can stand. 
Tomorrow I get to see my new paddles for the first time. I am on 
vacation, 
and one of the highlights that I have been looking forward to is seeing 
the 
set of paddles that I ordered. I can't tell you who is making them yet, 
but 
the information will be announced soon when he is ready. The paddles 
are 
close to an exact copy of the N2DAN Mercury paddles, and when I say an 
exact 
copy, I mean exact, down to the figure of Mercury. There are some small 
differences though, and I think all are improvements on the original 
design. 

The improvements include an absolutely flawless finish, and all parts 
that 
line up exactly. In fact, that lining up of parts is why I don't have 
the 
paddles now. 


But I am getting ahead of myself. First the adventure. I got up early 
Saturday morning and made the phone call to check on how the paddles 
were 

coming. They are just about ready I was told, and so I decided to make 
the 

trip to Long Island to see the paddles. The directions seemed easy 
enough, 

and I took off for the 100 mile trip. You have to realize that I am 
from 

Kansas, and I have not grown up used to driving in big city traffic. I 
started down highway 7, soon joining I-95 headed for New York. The next 
trick was to cross the Throgs Neck bridge. I swear to God that is the 
right 

name. Where it came from I haven't the foggiest idea. Easterners have 
a 

funny thing about highways. They think that they should charge tolls to 
use 

them. Especially bridges. I paid $3.50 to go over the Throgs Neck 
Bridge. 


$3.50!! I then got on the Cross Island Parkway, then the South Island 
Freeway, looking for Ocean Ave. Naturally I missed Ocean Ave. and had 
to 

back track. Finally I found the place. Nice neighborhood. The 
excitement 

is building. 


The builder met me at the front door, and invited me to come down into 
the 

basement where his machine shop was to see the "Paddle". There it was. 
OH 

MY GOSH!! My mouth was the shape of a huge 0. I was speechless. It 
was 

beautiful. 


When I looked closer at the paddles, I noticed that the magnet and the 
attractor on one side were out of alignment by about 1/8 inch, and also 
that 

the contacts on the dash paddle were not perfectly aligned. I mentioned 
this to the builder, and he readily agreed to fix it, in fact, he 
pointed 

out the contact misalignment to me, said that he had finished building 
the 

paddles Friday night at midnight, and had noticed the parts were not 
perfectly aligned. He is going to make a new bar that will fix the 
problem 

and get it plated this week, and I will pick the paddles up next 
Saturday 

evening. 


Now for a quick review: 

Finish: Absolutely perfect. No visible scratches, absolute mirror 
finish. 

The best that I have ever seen. 


Alignment: Excellent on all parts except for the two areas mentioned 
above. 

I am confident that they will be as good as the rest of the paddle when 
I 

see them next weekend. 


Feel: Feels exactly like a Mercury should. The builder told me that he 
could not tell the difference in the "feel" of an original to the 
"copy", 

and that two of his friends that have Mercury's agreed. So dol. It 
has 

that "boing" feeling that you get with a Mercury, a unique feeling that 
has 


to be felt, but those of you who have originals will know what I am 
talking 
about. It sends smooth as silk. 


The physical dimensions are exact copies of the Mercury. The builder 
used 

exactly the same materials in all instances, including the exact same 
magnets, the same "cork" material on the bottom, and he even bought a 
set of 

the same punches that N2DAN used to identify the serial number on the 
bottom. By the way, I have serial number 004. 


I saw the jigs and set up tools that were used to build the paddles. 
Guys, 

this is not a simple operation. This project has been over 2 years in 
the 

development, and the interesting thing was that the builder told me that 
he 

tried several times to improve the design, but always returned to the 
dimensions that N2DAN used. He tried heavier arms, made out of thicker 
material, for instance, but found that it just didn't have the right 
feel. 

He is convinced that N2DAN spent many, many hours in figuring the right 
dimensions, and that they are indeed right. 


One of the interesting details is the engraving of the Mercury figure. 
That 

alone was weeks and weeks of work getting the image just right, and then 
getting it engraved. I was shown the process and how it was done, but 
cannot reveal it to you, as it is a trade secret that took the builder 
many 

many hours of work to develop. 


Another interesting fact is that N2DAN would plate his bases, then would 
engrave the call through the plating as the paddles were sold. This 
left 

the call in brass, but "broke" the surface of the plating. The new 
paddles 

are much nicer in my opinion as the call is engraved first, and then the 
base is plated, thus the call is also plated. 


We discussed the fact that the paddles are not a production type item. 
Each one has to be hand fitted. The polishing of the pieces before 
plating 

is a critical step. He says that he will probably build one paddle a 
month, 

so that means that there will only be 12 per year made. Guys, I was 


going 


to order a set of N2DAN's Mercury paddles, but kept putting it off until 
it 

was too late. I thought that I would never have the chance to own a 
quality 

set of paddles like the Mercury, and then I heard that Bencher was going 
to 

produce them. I was excited. Then I waited and waited and am still 
waiting. Now, I can tell you that I know where to buy a set of Mercury 
Paddles that are an exact copy of the original, and in fact are an 
improved 

version in my opinion. 


Please don't email asking about the cost or who the builder is. He will 
announce the details when he is ready, and it is his announcement to 
make. 

I heard about them from a friend, I took a chance, and hit the jackpot. 
Sometimes you have to roll the dice, and sometimes you win, I think I 
won 

big. I will never ever sell my set of Mercury paddles. For those of 
you 

who are lusting after a set of Mercury paddles, be patient just a little 
while longer. There will be another source.

Well, I'd try it this way: First, get a piece of thin aluminium and glue 
it over the hole from the inside. Go out and buy a tube of Bondo 

"Body Filler." It's made for "quick, Bondo-screw-up patchess." 

Fill in the hole. Sand it, and make sure that you close your eyes 

and pass your fingers over the patched area and can't feel where 

the patch is. If you can feel the patched area, keep sanding. If you 
don't, it will be visible. In other words, if the fixed area isn't as 
smooth as glass, the patch will show up after you paint the thing.

What are you trying to do, figure out a hb solution to B&W coil stock? If so, 
I have a bunch of notes from old magazines where they specified B&W stock, 
but also gave the roll-your-own instructions too. These were taken out of 
numerous old magazines from a multitude of projects. The designation "tpi" 
shown below is turns per inch. They follow:

3001 is #18 wire 4 tpi on 1/2" dia core 

3003 is #20 wire 16tpi on 1/2" dia core 

3004 is #24 wire 32 tpi on 1/2" dia core 

also listed for 3004 is #28 wire 32 tpi on 1/2" dia core 
3006 is #18 wire 8 tpi on 5/8" dia core (Same as AirDux 508) 
3007 is #20 wire 16 tpi on 5/8" dia core 

3008 is #24 wire 32 tpi on 5/8" dia core 

3010 is #18 wire 8 tpi on 3/4" dia core 

3011 is #20 wire 16 tpi on 3/4' dia core 

3014 is #18 wire 8 tpi on 1" dia core 

3015 IS #20 wire 16 tpi on 1" dia core (Same as AixDux 816) 
3016 is #24 wire 32 tpi on 1" dia core 


3018 is #16 wire 8 tpi on 1 1/4" dia core 
3021 is #°14 wire 4 tpi on 1 3/4" dia core 
3907-1 is #16 wire 10 tpi on 2" dia core

Jay - I would suspect that your problem with sudden changes in matching of 
your G5RV/ZM-2 combination is due to a broken feedline somewhere. The most 
likely place is at or near where aconnection is made. A second guess would 
be a bad connector, either shorted or open. 


Here is an idea for future use. One simple way to diagnose feedline problems 
is to put a high value resistor (100 KOhm or so) across the feedpoint when 
building the antenna. This will allow you to tell whether or not the 
feedline is good with a a simple ohmmeter reading across the feedpoint in 
the shack. The high value resistor will dissipate very little power. For 
resonant dipoles with a 50 Ohm feedpoint a lower value, say 20 - KOhm can be 
used.
